Herget Gives Illincis Sentiment. 

President Herget predicted last night that 
unless the tolls exemption bill should be re- 
peeled it would be only a question of time 
when most forgign vessels would be carry- 
ing the American flag and ebtaining exemp- 
tion from tolls by that means. 

* All boats should pay tolls,“ Mr. Herget 
said. “' The advantage of shorter distances 
should offset the payment by American coast- 
wise carriers. EXxemption of this clase of 
shipping practically would amount to a sub- 
sidy. 

“If foreign shipping adopted the plan of 
Aying the stars and stripes in order to gain 
advantage of the tolls exemption, the Ameri- 
dan coastwise ships would lose any ad 
vantage they might have gained. 

„The canal must be self-sustaining. Tolls 
exemption for coastwise American ships 
would weigh heavily on the wrong side of 
Uncle Sam's ledger. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ agsociation ta 
unequivocally in favor of the repeal of the 
tolls exemption bill.” 


Lawyers Back Wilson.

May Be Chosen as Site for the 
Proposed $30,000,000 Prod- 
uce Terminal. 


MORE PROPERTY NEEDED. 


The site of the old Northwestern station, 
at Wells and Kinzie streets, may be chosen 
for the proposed new $30,000,000 produce 
terminal. Options for its purchase, with 
several pieces of adjoining property, at a 
cost of more than $10,000,000, have been ob- 
tained. 

Several other pieces of property essentia) 
to the terminal project still are required. 
As soon as options on these are closed, 6 
definite proposition will be submitted to the 
produce trade. 

Selection Mot a Certainty. 

The selection of this site is not a cer- 

tainty, even if options on all of the property 

‘are obtained,” said W. L. Wagner last 
night. He is chairman of the committee of 
the Commission Credit Men's association 
which has the project in hand. “ Even 
though we get all our options—and I think 
we will—it then will be in the hands of the 
trade. Some one may raise an objection 
which would cause an immediate rejection of 
the location. 

There are no deals on for the purchase of 
any other sites. We are going to dispose of 
this idea before we take up any Seven 
or eight sites have been suggested; If we 
can swing the deal we prefer the Kinzie and 
Wells street location. 

“ The old tracks remain. These will save 
us nearly @ million dollars. Wherever the 
terminal is located there must be tracks for 
parking 1,000 cars. The attractiveness of 
this location also is enhanced by water trans- 
portation facilities.

Although we have now practically lost all 
hope of eaving the men from the chair,“ 
Wahle said, “‘ I shall fight until the end.” 


Gov. Glynn Takes No Action. 
Albany, N. T., April 11.—Goyv. Glynn to- 
might declined to make any statement con- 
cerning his future course in the gunmen's 
case, or to comment in any way upon Justice 
Goff'’s decision. 

Earlier in the day the governor had fore- 
cast his attitude by saying that he believed 
the case would rest entirely in the hands 
of the court. 

Asked if he would have anything to say 
about the decision when the full text was 
received by him, the governor said that he 
probably would not. This was taken to in- 
dicate that the last hope for the gunmen 
had passed, and — must die Monday. 


GUNMEN HEAR NEWS.

Intimations that the capitalist had but 
recently proposed marriage to Miss Bertha 
Schneider, his private secretary, were whis- 
pered about in the vicinity of the dead man's 
giass walled residence in North Bernard 
street, yesterday. 


Giri Goes in Seclusion. 

Miss Schneider secluded herself at the 
residence of her father, Frederick G. Schnei- 
der, a brewery worker, at 3042 Wileon ave- 
nue. Mrs. J. Jauch. a sister, answered calls 
there. " 

Did Mr. Louderback propose to Miss 
Schneider?” was asked, 

Any such report as that is ridiculous,” 
replied the sister impatiently. ‘‘ But I can- 
not discuss my sisters private affairs. You 
can't see her now. She ia all broken up. 
Anything that is to be known will come out 
at the inquest.” 

Mrs. Jauch refused to say whether Miss 
Schneider had ever discussed Mr. Louder- 
back s will. The will has not yet been opened 
and read, according to the relatives. The 
will is held by M. J. Faherty, who was asso- 
ciated with Mr. Louderback in the develop- 
ment of Ravenswood Highlands. 


Hunt for Poison Blocked.

The analysis of the viscera has been ren- 
dered difficult and perhaps fruitieas by the 
washings of the stomach just before death 
and hasty, embalming. 

A long éeries of delicate and exacting tests 
was begun in the coroner’s laboratory. Tests 
will be made for every poison which possibly 


could have caused the strange death. 


Dr. D. W. McNally, coroner’s chemist, ex- 
pects to spend ten days in analysis of the 
dead man's liver, The results of this investi- 
gation will be presented to the coroner’s jury 
at the postponed session of the inquest to be 
held on April 17. 


Dr. Kelly Won't Talk. 

Dr Paul E. Kelly, who attended Mr 
Louderback, was questioned. 
“Did you use a stomach pump on Mr 
Louderback the night you were called to his 
home—just before he died? Dr. Kelly was 
asked.

DISEASE REPORTS FULLER. 


For First Time Pneumonia Cases Re- 
ported Exceed Deaths. 


There has been less sickness in Chicago 
this year than last year, according to the 


health department. 8 
During the elapsed three months of 


7,713 fewer cases of measles in the city, 3,815 
fewer of scariet fever, 926 fewer of diphthe- 
ria, and 26 fewer cases of smallpox. 

On the other hand, we note 1,423 increase 
in cases of whooping cough, 280 in chicken- 
pox, 251 in mumps, and 56 in typhoid fever. 

“A notable feature of this year’s tabulation 
of reports of communicable diseases is the 
big improvement in the reporting ot pneu- 
monia. For the first winter in the city's his- 
tory reports of cases of pneumonia exceed 
reports of deaths from this disease. 


Fuller Reports on Pneumonia. 
At the close of the first quarter of 1014 
we find 2,662 pneumonia cases reported and 


1,831 deaths, cases exceeding the deaths by 


more than 45 per cent. Last year in the 
corresponding period 780 cases were report- 
ed and 2,066 deaths. 


the 1014 period are reductions in deaths from 
the acute contagious diseases and pneumo- 
nia, and increases in deaths from diarrheal 
diseases among children and from accident. 
| “The reductions recorded are 358 fewer 
deaths from ecarlet fever, 112 fewer from 
diphtheria, 113 fewer from measlea 225 fewer 
from pneumonia. The increases are 107 in 
deaths under 2 years of age, 91 in congenital 
defects and accidents, 23 in. whooping cough, 
and 19 in tuberculosis, Tabulation of the 
deathe by ages shows 200 excess in the 
deaths under 1 year of age, but a decrease 
of 371 between the ages of I and 5 years. 


Total Death Rate 16.5. 

„At the close of the first three months of 
the current year there were 0,756 deaths from 
all causes, making the death rate on a 1,000 
population basis, 16.5.“ 

During the first three months of 1014 a 
total of 202.406 lodgings were given at the 
Municipal lodging house and annexes, an in- 
crease of 175,504 over the same period last 
year. Public baths this year totaled 118,910, 
and last year 106, 968.

We examined the recorded receipts and 
satisfied ourselves that all income has been 
properly accounted for, except the interest 
on deposits which has been retained by the 
company, there being substituted therefor in- 
terest calculated on a basis of 2 per cent 
per annum on the daily net earnings, in 
accordance with the ruling of the board of 
supervising engineers. 

We examined vouchers Zor expenditures 
and fougd all such expenditures to be proper 
payments in behalf of the partnership ac- 
count, except a payment of $7,455.19 income 
tax on the company’s bond interest coupons, 
which should have been paid by the company 
instead of being paid from partnership funds, 
and $2,358 for expense in connection with 
defense of certain alleged violations of city 
ordinances, which. according to a ruling of 
the corporation counsel, should be made 
from the company funds.”

LAVIN TELLS OF VIOLENCE

Commander of Police Detail Testifies 
in Trial for Slaying Car Conductor 
Dying Statement Introduced.

WESTERN GOVERNORS GIVE 
VIEWS ON CONSERVATION. 


Pass Resolutions Asking That Govern- 
ment Turn Over Development to 
State Whenever Practicable. 


Denver, Colo., April 11.—The conference of 
governors today adopted resolutions. They 
are epitomized as follows: 

We believe in conrervation—in sane con- 
servation. We believe that the all-wise Crea- 
tor placed the vast resources of this nation 
here for the use and benefit of all the people. 
We insist that the people of this day and 
age should be given every reasonable oppor- 
tunity to develop our wonderful resources 
and put them to a beneficial use. 

That it is the duty of each and every 

state to adopt such laws as will make for 
true conservation of our resources, prevent 
monopoly, and provide the greatest good to 
the greatest number, and that as rapidly as 
the states prepare themselves to carry out 
such a policy of conservation the fedéral gov- 
ernment shou'd withdraw its supervision and 
turn the work over to the states. 
“We insist that in the management and 
sale of our public lands both the federal 
government and the state should maintain 
such a policy as will make for the rapid set- 
tlement of all vacant agricultural lands.“

IRRIGATION BONDS 


Delegates to Denver Congress 
Want Government to Un- 
derwrite Issues. 


SPLIT ON ONE FEATURE. 


Grants of N on-Mineral Lands to 
States for Financing Proj- 
ects Opposed. 


Denver, Colo., April 11.—The irrigation con- 
ference called by Secretary of the Interior 
Lane for the consideration of problems re- 
lating to the reclamation of arid lands closed 
tonight. The conference had been in seasion 
since Thursday. 

The final act of the delegates was to adopt 
a resolution of confidence in Secretary Lane. 

Investment of postal savings bank funds 
in the bonds of irrigation districts Was urged 
upon congress at the last session. The action 
was taken upon the report of the committee 
on irrigation districts. Another section of 
the report, which was adopted jn full, pro- 
vides for the underwriting of i: @igation dis- 
trict bonds by the federal government. 

The only section of the report on which 
there were negative votes was on recom- 
mending grants of nonmineral lands to the 
states for the purpose of financing irriga- 
tion projects. 4 


Want Permanent Irrigation Board. 

Besides adopting the report of the irriga- 
tion district committee the conference late 
today adopted a resolution prepared by John 
D. Reavis of California and introduced by 
A. B. Thompson of Oregon, providing for the 
selection of 4 permanent interstate irriga- 
tion commission. 

The delegates adopted the report of the 
desert land committee, a prominent feature 
of which Was a recommendation that title to 
land be granted by the government when 
settlerg or promoters have expended large 
sums without being able to accorfiplish the 
results prescribed by the present law. 

The amended réport of the Carey act com- 
mittee, embodying in part the suggestion 
made last night by Assistant Secretary Jones 
for federal aid in financing projects by loans 
to farmers, also was adopted. 


Newlands Bill Denied Indorsemént. 

The conference voted to reconsider the ap- 
proval given last night to the pending New- 
lands-Brous@ard drainage and flood pre- 
vention bill, and then laid the entire met- 
ter on the table.

SENATE FIGHT THIS WEEE. 

Washington, D. C., April 11.—Those who 
are fighting the repeal of the exemption clause 
of the Panama canal act will make their 
hardest efforts before the senate committee 
on interoceanic canals next week. Every 
possible argument that can be raised will 
de brought forward in the hope of preveiling 
on the committee to make an adverse report 
on the dill as it passed the house. Failing 
in that, the anti-repeal men will lay a foun- 


dation for continuing the fight in the sen- 


ate itself. 

In addition to the general opposition to ab- 
solute repeal, there will be arguments by 
Democratic senators, who agree that exemp- 
tion for American ships is in violation of.the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and that the govern- 
ment should reverse its policy, but hope the 
means of bringing thie result about can be 
tempered with an amendment reasserting 
the sovereignty of the United States over 
the canal. 

Senator O’Gorman, chairman of the inter- 
oceanic canals committee and leader of Dem- 
ocratic opposition to the repeal, plans to 
make a forceful argument before the com- 
mittee against the administration's position 
on the ground that this government now is 
negotiating in its proposed treaty with Co- 
lombia a clause whereby Colombia’se vessels 
of war may lave access to the canal free of 
tolls. 

The clause is identical with one in a pre- 
viously negotiated but never enforced treaty 
with Colombia which Great Britain approved.

He declared the Moosers would 
stand by their original determination to fight 
a party slate and intimated that he would not 
be averse to a citizens’ movement if started 
without selfish motives. 

Roger C. Sullivan, Democratic candidate 
for United States senator and recognized 
leader of the Democratic “ regulars,” said he 
was opposed to his organization making a 
slate. While he did not give his indorsement 
to the nonpartisan plan, he asserted his un- 
willingness to be personally tied up with any 
political combination of candidates. 


Disapproves “Roughneck” Tactics. 

Mr. Sullivan’e disapproval of the rough- 
neck” tactics of the Bartzen-Burg majority 
of the board is no secret. Immediately upon 
his return from Europe several months ago 
he publicly condemned the actions of the 
sombine. 

The plan as suggested by those interested 
in. the movement to smash the control of the 
Bartzen-Burg element in the county board is 
to have all parties indorse a ticket upon 
which would be placed President A. A. Mc- 
Cormick, Republican; Daniel Moriarty, Sulli- 
van Democrat, and the five Progressive com- 
missioners from country districts who have 
constituted the minority which has persist- 
ently opposed the Bartsenites in their raids 
on the county treasury.

There will be a central headquarters in 
the rooms of the board of education and 
thirty-five branch headquarters, one in 6 
schoolhouse in every ward. A supervisor 
with a staff of enumerators will be assigned 
te each district. The enumerators will work 
om a Mock and precinct plan, with a “ call 
back system to prevent any one being over- 
looked. 

Will Pollow Up Truanta. 

The census will show name, age, address, 
pex, nativity; the number of children of com 
pulsory attendance age; the number attend- 
ing school and those not attending; the num-

The one thing which the committes is 
obliged to do, as distinctive from the com- 
mittees of congress and of many legisla- 
tures, is to report on every matter sub- 
mitted.

The committee work takes the major 
part of the time during the first half of 
the session, and a great volume of it there 
is.

H® bulletin of Feb. 16 recorded the

The state constitution provides: Dach 
branch of the legislature, ay well as the 
governor and the council, shall have au- 
thority to require the opinion of the jus 
tices of the Supreme Judicial] court upon 
important questions of law and upon sob 
emn occasions.” 

This power is taken avail of a few times 
each session and the result is good, for 
upon important matters it directs the path 
of legislation in advance through the fields 
of constitutionality.

N tbe last session the justices passed 

on the appropriation of public money 
for sectarian or religious uses. A notable 
instance a few years ago was in the mat- 
ter of the sicht hour law for public em- 
ployés. 

Other questions lately referred, or on 
which reference wes proposed, were the 
reference to the voters of Boston of a 
choice between charter plans, the impost- 
tion of taxes on stock transfers, the pow- 
ers of the homestead commission to “ pro-

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SPEECH OVER SEAS 
‘BY TELEPHONY. 


Progress in Long Distance Com- 
munication Leads to Belief We 
Shall Some Day Be Able to 
Talk Across the Atlantic. 


The Mee Times 


LONDON, April 4—In a lecture just de- 
tfvered at the Royal institution, Dr. J. A. 
Pieming, F. R. S., described the inventions 
which of late years have rendered possible 
a great increase in the distance of tele- 
phonic communication and have permitted 
the use of submarine telephone cables over 
distances previously impracticable. 

The lecturer explained that in the case 
of a telephone wire the shorter the wave 
length the greater the velocity with which 
the waves travel, while the amplitude of the 
shorter waves attenuates to a greater ex- 
tent than that of the longer ones. 

Hence when, as u result of speaking to a 
telephone transmitter, a complex electromo- 


_ tive force is applied to the end of a cable the 


various simple harmonic waves into which 
the impulse may be resolved travel along 


the cable with unequal speed and attenua- 


tion. The short waves travel fastest, but are 
worn out sconest;-hence the wave form is 


by Prof. 

A remedy for the distortion of articulate 
sounds was first suggested by Mr. Oliver 
Heavyside, who showed mathematically 
twenty-five yeare ago how waves of all 
lengths could be made to travel at the same 
speed and attenuate at the same rate. 

An important advance was made by Prof. 
Pupin of Columbia college, New York, in 1800 
and 1900, when he proved that Heavyside’s 
Suggestion can be put into practical form 
by loading the cable with ¢oils of wire wound 
on fron wire cores, inserted at equal in- 
tervals, but 80 close that at least eight or 
nine coils are included in the distance of one 
wa ve length ot the average wave frequency, 


Which is always taken at 800. 


If the coils are placed farther apart rela- 
tively to the wave length they do more harm 
than good. Aerial lines, underground cables, 
and submarine cables, can all be treated in 
thie way. 


Hew York to Denver Line. 

The longest aerial loaded line is that from 
New York to Denver, 2,000 miles, which per- 
mits good speech between those places, and 
it is the ambition of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company to complete a loaded 
line that will render speech possible between 
New York and Ban Francisco, over 3.000 
miles. 1 

Aline has just been completed between Ber- 
un and Rome. It runs overhead, except 
through the Simpion tunnel, with loading 
coils at every eight miles, and good speech 
is over the whole distance. 

In this country the longest loaded lines are 


to trunk lines from London to Leeds, S00 


miles. The general postoffice has now im op- 


eration 80,000 miles of aerial and under 


ground loaded circuits, and 45,645 miles are 
in the course of being loaded. 

As regards loaded submarine cables the 
general postoffice has three—oneé to France, 
twenty-one nautical miles long, one to Bel- 
gium, forty-eight miles. and one to Ireland 
sixty-four milés. A fourth, which is now 
being manufactured, is to be laid from Bur- 
folk to the nearest point in Holland, 12 
miles. Broadly, loading has rendered it pos- 
sible to double or more than double the dia- 
tance of effective telephonic intercourse. 


Wireless Telephony Progress. 

In regard to wireless telephony, Dr. Fiem- 
ing said the arrangements are closély similar 
to those employed in wireless telegraphy, put 
in the base of the antenna, or coupled to it.

BERLIN, April 11.—The first authentic and 
extended report on the value of radium and 
mesothorium in the treatment of cancer is 
given by Dr. Cerny of Heidelberg university, 
Germany's greatest cancer spegialist, in an 
article in the current number of the Deutsche 
Revue. 

He declares that radium is of the greatest 
value, but it ie premature to say that it will 
wholly replace the knife.

PARIS, April 11.~The twenty-fourth Salon 
des Beaux Arts, which opens tomorrow, falls 
to justify the 4pinions or beliefs which led 
its founders to withdrew from the old salon 
and form the new organization. 

The encouragement of individuality and 
personality, rather than a sound means of 
expression, gave a greater show of talent 
in former years to the new salon than to 
the old, but the talent thus shown does not 
seem to have developed proportionately to 
the promise. 

This year with MM. Cottier, Willette, and 
others not exhibiting, and with M. Besnard 
sending only unimportant works, every rea- 
son for the existence of the new salon in 
addition to the oid seems to have gone. 


Visions of a Poet. 

The chief interest centers around a retro- 
Spective exhibit by M. Gaston la Touche, 
whose death in the current year left a void 
among the French masters, with no one to 
fill it. Fifty of his works are shown, one 
of them from the Albright gallery, Buffalo, 
They are in contrast to the salon itself. The 
canvases are the visions of a poet, tran- 
ecribed through the medium of paint, color, 
drawing, composition, and technical diffi- 
culties of expression which seem to fade be- 
fore the artist. 

Four strong, strange personal canvases by 
@ Spaniard, Signor Zuloaga, are the next 
most interesting feature, one being a portrait 
of M. Maurice Barres, life size, with Barre’s 
“ Life of El Greco in his hand, gazing over 
the city of Toledo. 

M. Roll's large ceiling decoration for the 
Petit Paleis representing poetry and drama, 
contains a mall boy thumbing his nose at 
@ veiled figure. It seems somewhat un- 
dignified for a monumental decoration. 

M. Laeatlo’s portraits of the Duchess of 
Portland and Lady Wantage are better in 
colores and conception, while preserving ali 
his brilliance of execution. 


American Representation mall. 

In all 692 artists are represented with 1,214 
oils. America is represented by only thirty- 
eight painters with seventy-seven works. 
John Nobdie’s two poetic marines deserve spe- 
cial notice. 

George Oberteuffer shows three pictures in 
his best style. Frederic Carl Frieseke bas 
tou beautiful canvases, which are subtle 
in color. Myron Barlow also has four pic- 
tures, all of them charming. Julius Rolshov- 
en displays a striking portrait of the Com- 
tesse d'Orsay. Charles W. Hawthorne has 
four pictures, one of which, “ Une Fille,“ 
ie remarkably fine. 

charles H. Pearee has two Spanish pic- 
tures.

ROMAN REVISION OF THE BIBLE. 


Americans Contribute to the Expense 
of Work Directed by the 


Pope.

ROME, April 11.—Dom Gasquet, president 
of the commission for the revigion of the 
Vuigate (St. Jerome’s Latin version of the 
Bible}, has returned to Rome after a suc- 
cesaful financial trip in the United States and 
has resumed the work of collecting, col- 
lating, and classifying the texts of all the 
Bibles in Europe.

ITALIAN RAIL STRIKE MENACE. 


Government and Union Both Prepare

carry out their theeat to begin a general 
strike. 

The railroad men are keeping their plans for 
the contemplated walkout secret. The gov- 
ernment has ordered all the prefects in the 
kingdom to return to their posts and also is 
organizing a service along the coasts and will 
put it into Operation in case the strike is 
called. Warships will de used in this service, 
but principally for carrying the malls. 

Should the strike be declared on April 18 it 
will prove a most inopportune time for tour- 
ists, as on that date commences the 60 per 
cent reduction in all railroad fares to Rome 
for the horse racing season. During this sea- 
son 260,000 persons visit the capital.

JAPAN IS RIPE FOR 
RULE BY PARTY. 


Western Education in the Mi- 
kado’s Empire Stirs the People 
to Aspire for Strong and Pro- 
gressive Administration. 


Che Times 


LONDON, April 11.--Behind the minis- 
terial crisis in Japan is a growing demand 
for party government, born of the Influence 
of western education ig the mikado’s empire, 
in the view of an eastern authority of the 
London Times. 


The resignation of Admiral Yamamoto’s 
government is the natural result of the pres- 
ent political situation in Japan. The imme- 
diate occasion of its downfall is the contro- 
versy over the navy estimates and the dis- 
pute between the two houses which we have 
lately described. Both houses, it will be re- 
membered, refused to adopt these estimates. 
The lower house first reduted them by $15,- 
000,000 and then rejected the government 
proposal to allot $23.000,000 to the reistab- 
lishment of the permanent navai fund. The 
peers went still further and wished to strike 
off yet another 320, 000, 000. This last amount, 
it is true, was reinserted at a joint confer- 
ence of representatives of the two houses, 
but reinserted only by a single vote. 


Rebuf Overthrows Ministry. 

Only a strong government could have sur- 
vived such a rebuff, and the Yamamoto min- 
istry was anything but strong. It depended 
for support upon the Seiyu-kai party, which 
is the largest in the diet, but as the votes 
upon the estimates showed, its assistance had 
become doubtful, though it had rejected a 
vote of censure by a large majority only @ 
few weeks ago. 


In theory ministers depend upon the pieas- 


ure of the emperor alone, but in reality they 
cannot in these days retain power against 
the wishes of the diet and against public 
opinion. A long series of political demon- 
strations, some of which have been accom- 
panied by acts of violence, has proved that 
they were thoroughly unpopular. 

The Selyu-kal have themselves incurred 
discredit by the countenance they have given 
the cabinet, and the votes an the navy esti- 
mates showed that the Mmits of their com- 
pliance had been reached. The scandals in 
which several officers in the navy are la- 
volved have given the opposition an irresisti- 
ble weapon for their attacks upon Admiral 
Yamamoto. The investigation into the 
charges of financial corruption brought 
against these officers and their alleged ac- 
complices ig still unfinished, but enough hae 
been revealed to create the impression that 
corrupt practices heve in fact existed on a 
considerable scale. 


Public Distrust Is Aroused. 

The enemies of the government have nat- 
vrally made the most of these accusations, 
and the public mind has become a prey to sus- 
picion and distrust. It is to be hoped that the 
fall of the administration may tend to restore 
confidence and tranquillity. 

Behind the question of persons two larger 
questions are at stake. The struggle between 
Admiral Yamamoto and the predominant 
group among the peers has been mainly a 
etruggie between the two great rival clans, 
whose influence has continued to dominate 
Japanese politics. 

The Choshu cian is supreme in the army 
and the Satsuma cian in the navy. The fail- 
ure of Prince Katsura, who was prime min- 
ister in February, 1913, to carry out his policy 
was a defeat for the military party and their 
clansmen. They have had their revenge in 
the overthrow of Admiral] Yamamoto upon a 
naval question. 

In the last reign the authority of the elder 
statesmen was sufficient to ensure that in all 
circumstances the emperor's government 
should be carried on. But many of them have 
passed away, and the survivors have ceased 
to be a commanding force in politics. 


Demand for Party Government. 

Western education and western institutions 
are bearing their fruite in a new generation. 
The fruits are good and evil, and prominent 
among them is a growing demand for party 
government. Whether the Japanese people 
are yet ripe for so great en innovation may 
be doubted by those who know them best. 

It seems probable, however, that the dis- 
repute into which successive clan govern- 
ments have fallen may now lead to the bold 
experiment. The return to power of the 
army faction is, our Tokio Correspondent 
says, impossible, and a ministry of buréau- 
crats would not be tolerated. The prospects, 
he affirms, favor a purely party cabinet. 
Count Okuma is spoken of as a possible 
prime minister, and leaders of different op- 
position groups as his colleagues. A com- 
bination of the kind would not have a ma- 
jority in the present diet, but as the session 
expired by law this would not be an im, 
mediate dimiculty. 


Is a Day for Patriotism. 

The coalition of the several groups into a 
disciplined and stable party may perhaps 
prove harder to accomplish, Yet until such 
u party is formed and is confronted by an 
equally disciplined and stable party of op- 
ponents, it la hard to see how party govern- 
ment in any rea) sense can be estadiished. 

Whatever may be the solution of the pree- 
ent crisis, the friends and allies of Japan 
must earnestly desire that it will give her 
a strong and able administration. It will tax 
all their powers and all the loyalty and 
patriotism of her people to overcome the 
many difficulties which encompass them, 
particularly in the domain of economics and 
finance.

ODEON THEATER HEAD QUITS. 


Andre Antoine, Manager of the Ta- 
mous Paris Playhouse, Resigns 
in a Huff.

PARIS, April }1.—The resignation of André 
Antoine, manager of the national Theater 
Odéon, after what he described as seven 
abominable years of struggie against debt 
and difficulties, marks the close of an Inter- 
esting chapter in the life of modern Paris. 

In 1006 M Antoine, having won success 
and fortune at the Theater Antoine, which he 
founded In the Boulevard Strassbourg, 
over the management of the Odeon from Paul 
Ginisty and determined to win back public 
interest to pure, intellectual drama, although 
he had already made one disastrous expert- 
ment in that direction with the Theater 
Libre and had won uhiversa! approval, but 
lost a lot of money. 

M. Antoine thought the Odeon, being eub- 
sidized by the etate, could run on high class 
lines. He opened therefore with “ Julius 
Cesar.” Throughout his management sas 
been equally high. His greatest success at 
the Theater Antoine having been L’Arles- 
ienne, a musical piece, he made many similar 
experiments at the Odeon with less happy 
results. 

The subsidy was no longer sufficient. The 
salartes of the artists advanced enormously. 
The orchestra was paid more. Prices were 
higher all around, but the subsidy remained 
stationary. Two weeks ago M. Antoine asked 
for and was voted an extra grant of $25,000. 
He applied for $8.000 advance on this, but M. 
Viviani, minister of public instruction, learn- 
ing that claims on the grant already amount- 
ed to $5,000 and that there was $12,000 in out- 
standing debts, refused to allow the ad- 
vances. M. Autoline accordingly resigned, 
being further influenced by the fact that his 
revival of P e, by Corneille, with mu- 
sic by Lully, on which he had staked his last 
hopes, and which cost $15,000 to produce, was 
a failure, losing $400 a night.

Thirty Thousand Working Wom- 
en of England Urging Upon 

Government the Wisdom and 
Justice of Aiding Maternity.

* LONDON, April 4—All readers of Florence 
Nightingale’s life must have been struck by 
the public ignorance and neglect which ex- 
isted in England seventy years ago as re- 
gards the sufferings and deaths of soldiers, 
not only during war, but in peace. 

Equally striking are the results of energy, 
organization, and money in securing the 
health of soldiers. In the first months of the 
Crimean war the mortality was 60 per cent. 
In the China expedition, a few years later, 
the mortality fell to 3 per cent. 

In 1858 the death rate of soldiers in India

was d per 1,000; today it is 5 per 1,000. In 
1857 the death rate in the army at home was 
17.5 per 1,000; in 1911 it was 2.47 per 1,000. 
These figures are an indication also of an 
enormous decrease in individual suffering 
and sickness. 

In the first article on the health of moth- 
era (published last week!] it was shown that 
similar suffering and deaths result from 
public ignorance and neglect as regards 
working class maternity. 


To Conserve Life and Health. 

It is reasonable to expect that a correspond- 
ing saving of life and health might be ob- 
tained by the adoption of a national mater- 
nity policy and the building up of an effective 
administration. The natural unit of admin- 
istration for dealing with the whole subject 
of the health of mothers and the lives of in- 
fants is the public health authority. 

The two authorities now concerned with 
maternity are the appproved societies under 
the insurance act and the local public health 
committee, the former dealing with the ad- 
ministration of money and the latter with 
preventive measures. What is wanted is that 
these two functions should be combined. 
Approved societies cannot carry out preven- 
tive measures, but the public health author- 
ity could without difficulty admigister the 
maney to the great advantage of its preven- 
tive work. 

By placing the money administration under 
the public health authority an immense stim- 
ulus would be given to the preventive work, 
which is already growing rapidly. Public

Birmingham’s Fight for Babies, 

In Birmingham the part of the town show- 
ing the highest infant mortality has been 
divided into five districts! in each of which 
two rooms form a municipx} consulting center 
for mothers and infants, attended by a wom- 
an doctor; a municipal Walth visitor also 
visits in the homes to see that the directions 
are properly carried out.

STRIKE AGAINST CHILD LABOR. 


Hundreds of Women Quit One Factory 
Because It Seeks Young Girls 
as Employes. 


LONDON, April 11.—London is experi- 
encing the novelty of a strike against child 
labor. One thousand five hundred giris 
working for a big provision firm have gone 
on strike because the rm advertised for giris 
under the age of 18 years. 

For years it has been the boast of this firm 
that, in spite of the practices of: its rivals,

In the past whenever two races of different 
colored blood have come in contact it has, as 
4 rule, led to violent 4 t. It has 
generally been argued that it was impossible 
to prevent such disagreement, and that any 
attempt to do away with it by a mixture of 
the blood of the two races only served to pro- 
duce a hybrid who possessed none of the good 
qualities of elther race and al! the bad quall- 
ties of both of them. 

A consideration of the contact of colored 
races in Hawaii and in California would seem 
to indicate that this racial conflict is due to 
economic and political differences rather than 
to any inherent inability of two races with 
different colored bloods to get along peace- 
fully, each treating the other in sudh a man- 
ner as not to hurt pride or self-respect. 

Up to the present time in Hawaii there has 
been to all intents and purposes no race feel- 
ing. There has been no serious economic 
contest between the white and the man with 
the colored skin. The white man as a rule 
has been the capitalist and the conductor of 
the bigger enterprises and businesses The 
men of the other races have been the labor- 
era, the smal! storekeepers, and the owners of 
the lesser enterprises. 


Japanese Success Rankles. . 

Recently there has developed a feeling of 
hostility to the Japanese, due to the fact 
that they are both aggressive and success- 
ful. The Japanese artisan has replaced the 
artisans of the other races. The Japanese 
taxicab companies are serious competitors 
of the compenies of other races. 

The Japanese merchants and the Japan- 
ese industries, which at first bothered the 
merchants and industries of the peoples of 
other nationalities but little, are daily be- 
coming more serioug competitors. 

In California the upper class man whose 
affairs are not in any way threatened by the 
Japanese, frequently has but little sym- 
pathy with the agitation against the Japan- 
ese. The man of any class who lives in 
a part of the state where the Japanese have 
not as yet become economically a problem, 
feels more or less the same way. 

The man who haa the most dislike of the 
Japanese ig the Jaborer or small farmer, 
who comes directly in contact with him and 
who generally loses economically because of 
the ability of the Japanese to do efficient 
work while living on less than can the white 
man. 


Standard of Living a Factor. 

Further corroboration of this point of view 
seems to be found in the fact that little or 
no prejudice is ever exhibited against peo- 
ples of a dark skinned race in a community 
in which they are so decidedly in the minor- 
ity that they are in no way an economic 
factor. : 

Where large numbers of any white race 
with an economically low standard come in 
contact with a white race of higher economic 
standards there is always a feeling against 
the race of the lower standard until its mem- 
bers raise their standard of living to con- 
fonm to thet of the race with the higher 
standard. This phenomenon frequently has 
been witnessed in the United States as the 
tide of immigration has brought crowds of 
white laborers from one country or another. 

These people, however, have the same color 
akin as the Americans among whom they 
have come to live. For this reason the feel- 
ing of any individual against them is more a 
feeling of one man against another rather 
than a feeling against the race as a whole. 
Where a man has a different colored skin the 
first thing which is evident to any one op- 
posed to him is that he belongs to another 
race. In other words, he is a marked man. 


The Question of Progeny. 

The question of the progény resulting from 
the intermarriage of peoples ot᷑ different races 
is difficult. Biology and sociology are the 
determining factors. In what proportion 
has always been a great question. Those 


made the most careful study of the question 
in Hawali claim that sociology is by far the 
most important of the two. 

The great argument against the mixture of 
the peoples of two such divergent races as 
the white and colored has always been that 
the majority of the product of. such mix- 
tures has been generally unsatisfactory. In 
the majority of cases these mixtures have 
been the result of illegal relationship or of 
marriages between dissolute or careless 
whites and the same kind of people of colored 
Biood. 

In Hawai! it is claimed that wherever the 
child has had a proper bringing up end train- 
ing he is the equal of the full blood born and 
brought up under similar oircumstances. 
The work done in the schools by the pupils 
of all races and mixtures of different races 
seems to show that at bottom there is not 
much difference after all In the mental capa- 
bility. of the different races. 


Family Versus the Individual. 

It aparently is not so much a question of 
what race a child comes from as what train- 
ing it and its ancestors may have had. The 
older and more civilized.the. race the more 
industrious and quiet the children seem to be. 
The unit in oriental affairs has always been 
and is yet the family... The unit among the 
white races, and particularly the northern 
ones, at the present time is the individual. 

This makes a difference in social custom 
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‘The fact that the yellow, brown, or black 
man, ar man of mixed blood, is as capable 
mentally and physically, when properly born 
and trairied, as the white will not prevent his 
being hateg if he, because of a lower or more 
aimple standard of living, ousts the white man 
from his living. Once this hate is started, ft 
is a dificult thing to eradicate even though 
the primary cause of it has been removed. 

It would seem best to prevent any such 
hate from being started. 


WORLD CONGRESS FOR BLIND. 


Progress Being Made in Treatment of 
Afflicted Will Be Discussed in 
London. 


LONDON, April 11.—An international con- 


_ gress of the blind is planned for London this 


summer on a date not yet fixed. 
Miss Winifred Holt of New York has been 
invited to describe the work being done for 
the blind in America; M. Kolonbovsky of St. 
Petersburg will perform the same service 
for Russia; Herr A. F. Wiberg of Copen- 
hagen will describe the work in Denmark. 
A number of English delegates will discure 
the social and legislative work being done 
on behalf.of the blind in this country. 
Every effort will be made by the conference 
to throw further light on the problem of en- 
abling the blind to become commercially and 
professionally employable to a far greater 
degree than at present, and thus enable an 
afiicted but sensitive portion of the commu- 
nity to become self-supporting. 


WOMEN OF ITALY ASK REFORM. 


Campaign for More Equal Treatment 
Will Be Made with Creation of 
New Cabinet. 


ROME, April 11.—With the passing of the 
Gioltti cabinet the leaders of the feminist 
movement in Italy have taken up a new cam- 
paign in the hope that the new ministers 
of the government will deal more favorably 
with their cause. 

There is no militant element in the fem- 
inist movement of Italy, and no sex antag- 
onism, but women are anxious to free them- 
selves from certain restrictions which the 
laws of the land the customs of society 
have imposed. 

Originally designed for the protection of 
women it is declared these laws are now a 
burden. The vote is the women’s ultimate 
goal, but at present they are hoping par- 
ticularly for the opening of the profes- 
sions to them and the repeal of such laws 
as those prohibiting a married woman from 
opening a bank account without the consent 
of her husband.

It is an interesting fact that in ancient 
times knives were made either of stone or 
bronze. This custom was followed, not de- 
cause iron was unknown, but because that 
metal was held in superstitious fear—a fear 
which lingered into the Christian era. Ac- 
cording to Plutarch it was actually unlawful 
to introduce any iron implement into a Greek 
temple, and no Roman priest might be shaves 
by an iron razor or iron scissors. 

Surgical knives, however, had steel blades. 
Nevertheless, even these bore, on the opfpo- 
site side from the actual brade, 4 leaflike 
projection ot bronze blada, preserved, appar- 
entiy, for ceremonial reasons. Bach of the 
six knives (or rather knife handles) in the 
collection shows a groove for the steel biade 


which it originally possessed. It is probable. 


that, as in modern instances, the shapes of 
the blades differed considerably to suit dif- 
ferent operations. 


Beautifully Made Forceps. 

Among the five pairs of forceps or grippers 
in the find is a large and beautifully made 
idstrument, the handles of which are shaped 
to represent two doiphina. This is probably 
a pair of “ polypus " forceps, used for remoy- 
ing growths. The “bite” of the teeth is 
strong and close. Another interesting pair 
of forceps is that used for extracting arrow 
and lance heads from wounds. This pair 
somewhat closely resembles modern done 
forceps, and has artistically modeled handles 
and blades which possess strong teeth for 


gripping. 
An elevator for raising depressed bone is 
another interesting exhibit. Its presence in 


the collection would seem to prove that after

SEELEY. LACKING IN 
POSITIVE ABILITY. 


Sudden Fall of Retiring British 
Secretary of State for War Ex- 
plained by J. O. P. Bland—A 
Gallant Soldier.

[LONDON CORRESPONDENCE OF rA TRIBUND.) 

LONDON, April 4.—To have been secretary 
of state for war at the age of 46, and to have 
fallen suddenly from that high estate, 
broken in mid-career at an age when many 
successful politicians are still dreaming of 
cabinet rank—this is a career which at Oret 
sight would seem to imply that Col. John 
Seely must be a man of exceptional intelli- 
gence and force of character. 

But those who know the man and who have 
followed his parliamentary career dre aware 
that his rapid advancement and his sudden 
fail are alike ascribable to negative rather 
than positive qualities. : 

They know that his courteous and sympa- 
thetic temperament, hie unfailing charm of 
manner, won for him in the earlier days of 
his career more friends than ever a man can 
win by exceptional talent or achievements. 

“ Popular Jack Seely,” as he was known 
in the house of common for several years 
before he decided to change sides, haa ever 
been more distinguished for cheery good fel- 
lowship and sportsmanship than for brains. 


Seely a Natural Conservative. 

Thorough. keen, full of thé joy of life and 
couragé, he has always been the sort of Eng- 
lishman who would naturally be found 'nthe 
Conservative camp, and, to tell the truth, he 
has never been thoroughly comfortable with 
his Radical friends, 

He was not Lrought up (as is commonly 
supposed) for the profession of arms, his call- 
ing being that of a berrister, but he has no 
mind for legal subtleties, and when the Boer 
war broke out he volunteered, like many oth- 
ers of his class, for active service. 

Aga captain of imperial yeomanry he served 
with

‘Measure Which Will 3 
Bookmakers May Be Adopted 
Before the Great Race Meeting 
at Baden-Baden. 


BERLIN, April 11.—The German authori- 
ties have again capitulated to what they 
term The ineradicable gaming instinct of 
the average person.” After continued and 
vain attempts to put an end to promiscuous 
betting on horse races, which in vol ves a 
sum yearly estimated at between $150,000,000 
and 6200, 000, 000 they have decided to license 
bookmaking in an effort to secure for the 
state @ percentage of this sum. 

A measure to this end has been adopted by 
the federal council and is now awaiting 
the action of the reichstag. It is hoped to 
have it become effective in time for the 
Baden-Baden races next August. 

Heretofore the only form of betting sanc- 
tioned by law has been by means of the pari- 
‘mutuel machine. This, however, was avall- 
Able onty to persons able to visit the race- 
tracks. The result is that a vast army of 
bookmakers, estimated at 6.000, ply their 
business in’ defiance of the law. In addition 
every barber shop and thousands of cafés 


and similar resorts harbor their handbook 
men. : 


Betting Places Number 200,000. 

Competent authorities estimate the num- 
ber of business places where wagers can be 
laid on horse races at over 200,000. Prosecu- 
tions for bookmaking increased from 1,600 in 
1906 to 3,000 in 1912. For the most part they 
resulted in trivia! fines or short jail sentences 
and the businesd went ahead just the same. 
' The bettor, too, is outside the law and has no 

remedy against dishonest handbook men or 
bookmakers who refuse to settle winning 
wagers. 7 

The number of licensed bookmakers is not 
fixed in the new measure, but it is under- 
stood that the government contemplates 
licenses for about fifty, scattered through- 
out the empire, each of which will be en- 


the demand. Notwithstanding rigorous 
provisions,against illicit betting, punishing 
both bookmaker and bettor (the latter with 
fines up to $250) experts believe that illicit 
books will continue to flourish not only 
because the wage earners clerks, and small 
salaried men who today: furnish the bulk of 
the handbook custom cannot aflord the mini- 
mum stake of $12 but because the heavy tax- 
ation of the licensed bookmakers will enable 
the handbook men to offer far better odds. 


Taxes Raised with. Odds. 

Since 6 per cent of every bet entered will 
Jo to the government as an Initial tax, and 
winning bets will be mulcted with an addi- 
tional tax of from 6 per cent on bets at odds 
‘of two to one Or less, up to 30 per cent on 
the long shot of twenty to one or better, the 
man Who plays a heavily backed, odds-on 
favorite, say at seven to five, may risk a 
possible fine rather than the certain loss of 
nearly half of his scanty winnings. To 
‘backers of hundred to one outsiders the 
prospective surrender of some $25 of a $100 
win will be equally deterrent. 

Limiting euthorized gambling under this 
law to horse racing, the government in its 
introduction. to the bill pronounced against 
betting on football and other sports popular 
with the “middle, and lower c.asses,” to 
tave them from the gambling contagion. ’ 
Officers and soldiers are also classed in the 
undestrable category. bookmakers being for- 
bidden to accept bets from members of the

tory form of “ going to the people.” | 

It was satisfactory because there was a 
fair chance for the voter's intelligence to 
operate on his information. As between 
eandidates it was reasonable to think be 
could choose. The propositions, although 
numerous and confused, yielded to any in- 
telligent examination. 

The election issues fell within the com- 
prehension of the voter. He might pase on 
‘them well or badly, but he did not need to 
pass on them blindly. 

In this respect a municipal] election is the 
most reasonable form of going to the people. 
It is restricted and, therefore, simple. This 
ought to be emphasised because it is not 
necessary that elections should be other- 
wise. The voter who knows what a feeling 
of certainty governs his choice in a munici- 
pal election and what a feeling of uncer- 
tainty distresses him in casting a vote in 
one of the complicated elections ought to 
ask himself why he submits to the latter. 

We have referred to the book of Pref. 
Albert N. Kales, “ Unpopular Government 
in the United States.“ By the processes of 
popular government, unpopular government 
has been established—that is, government 
which does not rest upon popular choice, be- 
cause the instrument by which choice is 
registered has been made too unwieldy for 
intelligent use. 

The appearance is one of the greatest 
democracy. Everything is referred to the 
people. Therefore, the people, passing upon 
every candidate, determine everything. 
result, probably illogical, but certain, 
is the establishment of a political govern- 
ment, not of a popular government. 

Nearly every voter has felt the insufii- 
ciency of his understanding and information 
when confronted by the demands of a com- 
plicated ballot. He does not know the can- 
didates. He is without information as to 
their character except as he haa been sup- 
plied with information by organizations cre- 
ated for that purpose and as he has remem- 
bered what he has been told. ’ 

The most effective of the information giv- 
ing organizations are the political organiza- 
tions, and their power increases as the bur- 
dens placed upon the voter are increased. 

Therefore, as the offices to be filled by 
election are multiplied, the power of the 
political organization is increased and the 
effectiveness of the voter is decreased. No 
power gives him intuitive wisdom when he 
enters the booth. 

Later in the year the voter will find him- 
self in another primary and in another elec- 


the contrast. A multiplicity of candidates 
for many offices will demand his attention. 
He will not be in position to distinguish 
worth from werthlessness except in notable 
or notorious instances. 

He may know that he wants to vote 
against Peter Bartzen, for instance, but he 
wil) be fortunate if he knows the character 
of the man for whom he votes to take this 
man’s place on the county board. 

The board in its present composition is a 
sufficient illustration of the helplessness of 
the voter. It is absurd to think that the 
people would elect to office men whom they 


‘will not trust with money to build a county 


hospital. Yet that is 
county today. 

The county board members are elected to 
make provision for the care of the depen- 
dent sick, and the county does not dare give

them the money to make such provision. 


The way to effective popular government 
is by the short ballot. Reduce the number 
of elective officers. Iacrease the responsi- 
bility of the officers elected. 

The way to the short ballot is by constitu- 
tional convention.

Unless a few of the millionaire stockhold- 
ets of the coastwise shipping trust happen 
to live in Michigan, Senator William Alden 
Smith will find that not one of his constitu- 
ents is supporting him in his subsidy policy.

Michigan manufacturers must pay full 
freight on their productions; they must pay 
interest on bonds, interest on stocks, the 
cost of building and maintaining railroads.

Is cement a good material for d cellar 
floor? Yes; it is much better than wood. 
It is easier to keep clean, easier to keep 
dry, and nearer waterproof. 

Are cellars desirable? Yes; except in 
extremely hot climates. The arguments 
against cellars, even in the south, are not 
very good. The ground under a cellarless 
house is usually wet and moldy. The floors 
of the first story of a cellarless house are 
cold in cold weather. 


— 

Of what material should a pantry wall 
be composed? The pantry is, next to the 
bedroom, the most important room in the 
house. If there are babies under 2, it is 
probably more important than the bedroom. 
Food spoiled just enough to be unwhole- 
some but not enough to taste or smell de- 
composed is productive of great harm. 
That is why the pantry is so important. 

The pantry should have windows enough 
for sunlight and air. The walls should be 
of tile with enamel finish or some other 
form of hard washable finish. The icebox 
should be placed against the outside wall, 
opening through it. 

The floor should be-of tile, cement; or 
stone, or wood covered by linoleum. The 
shelves should be adjustable. They should 
be of metal, enameled white. If wooden 
shelves are used. they should be covered 
with oil cloth. The pantry must be fre- 
quently washed, sunned, and aired. The 
walls and ceiling should be white or some 
light color. 


— 

Should the kitchen walls be painted? 
Yes, with a washable paint, or better still, 
enameled or tiled, or have some form of 
smooth vitrified finish. 

Should there be a molding orf the kitchen 
wall? No. 

How should a kitchen be arranged? 
Where it will et some time during the day 
get sunlight. Cooking utensils should not 
hang around the wall to gather dust or 


germs. 

Should the kitchen be in the cellar? No. 
A kitchen can never be right unless it gets 
sunlight and air. 

Should there be a ventilator in the 
kitchen wall over the range? Yes; it helps 
to get rid of odors, steam, and some grease, 
where ae range hood is not used. The open- 
ing should enter @ shaft by the side or 
around the chimney. 

Should a gas stove in a kitchen have a 
stovepipe? Yes. The burning gas pro- 
duces carbonic acid and carbon monoxide. 
In addition some unburned gas is usually 
given off. These gases must be drawn out 
of the room. The number of feet of these 
gases produced is at least twice and a half 
the number of feet of gas burned. These 
gases are somewhat poisonous, whether the 
flame be blue or white. 

— 

Should the garbage can be in the kitchen? 
Yes, with a tidy cook; otherwise, no. If 
the can being in the kitchen will mean 
Yrequent emptying and cleaning and pro- 
tection against flies, the kitchen is the 
place for it. If neglect is inevitable, the 
can should be outside. 

Should the kitchen stove be hooded? 
Exceedingly desirable; necessary in large 
kitchens where a great quantity of food 
is prepared; not so necessary in small 
kitchens where there is other ventilation. 
The hood will keep most of the heat, steam, 
grease, vapors, and odor out of the kitchen 
air. It will do much to keep the walls 
clean.

Should the garbage can be covered, of 
what constructed, and how cleaned? The 
ideal garbage can is one made of white 
enamel ware, covered and opened with a 
lever worked by the foot. Outside cans 
whould be of heavy galvanized metal with 
a close fitting top. The garbage can shouli 
be tinsed with formalin water (1 to 20) 
and left with the top off to sun: A quarter 
of an inch of formalin water in the bot- 
tom of the can will keep the flies away 
while the can fs sunning. 

A Hodge garbage can fiytrap is an ordi- 
nary fiytrap with a fly entrance in the 
bottom of the trep, set with its opening 
over a hole in the cover of the can. The 
cover of the can fs put in with openings 
around the cover through which the flies 
can crawl into the can. Having eaten they 
seck to lenve by the light opening at the

Yes; from 
the beginning of fly time until well after 
frost in the fall. To keep out mosquitoes 
use No. 16 mesh. Screening against flies 
can be made by any ordinary workman, 
but screening against mosquitoes must be 
made by skilled carpenters and by such 
accurately fitted in position.

Should the toilets be inside the house? 
Yes; wherever it is possible to secure proper 
plumbing and a water supply is available. 
Toilet facilities that are inaccessible, some- 
what inconvenient to get at, that are um 
comfortable or poorly arranged, lead to 
abuses and thus indirectly produce a cer- 
tain amount of illness. :

In case there are sewers and water works, 
shall inside toilets be required in old houses? 
The law should require the abandonment 
of all yard privies and the installation of 
inside toilets. The authorities should allow 
yard hoppers in place of inside toilets in 
exceedingly poor structutes. A yard hop- 
per is somewhat better than a yard privy.

What form of heating is to be preferred? 
Heating by furnace, steam, or hot water is 
much better and much cheaper than heat- 
ing by stoves or fireplaces. Wherever the 
cost of fuel and labor is considerable, the 
saving is enough to pay for the plantina 
short while. It is easier to ventilate with 
steam and hot water. It is easier to hu- 
midify with steam and furnace. Window 
ventilation, advisable when open fires and 
stoves are. used, becomes necessary when 
heating is dy hot water, steam, or air. 

Humidity can be secured in furnace heat- 
ing by having a large sized evaporating pan 
in the hot air chamber above the firebox, 
This should feed with water by a ball float 
valve. In case steam heat is used steam 
dischargers can be fastened in the vent 
hole in the radiator. 

How can humidity be judged? An ordi- 
nary wet and dry bulb thermometer is ac- 
curate enough for practical purposes. 

How can humidity be secured ? Partly 
answered three paragraphs above. If hot 
water heat is used, place pans of water 
below the radiators. Roll paper towels into 
tubes and set these on end in the water, 
The upper ends of these wicks will be in 
contact with the radiator coils. ä

LAWS GOVERNING CORPORATIONS. 

Chicago, April 5.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People. Can a number of persons 
representing a corporation, under the law 
of Illinois, purchase real property under 
its corporate name for investment ahd 
speculative purposes? Can they under 
partnership agteement? As a company? 
A stock company? Are partnerships, com- 
panies, and stock companies legal withoat 
a charter or some written authority grant- 
ed by a state? 

On 1 secure from the secretary of state 
of Illinois or any state officer at Spring- 
field extracts of the law governing corpo- 
rations, companies, stock companies, part- 
nerships, etc.? Do they furnish specimen 
copies of the laws governing similar con- 
cerns now in operation?

Under the Illinois law a corporation is forbidden 
to hold real estate except such as is necessary for 
the purpose of the business of the corporation. A 
corporation cannot be formed to deal in real estate 
in the way you suggest. A partnership hes the 
right to buy and sell real estate as It wishes. 

It lo probable that the secretary of state will send 
you a copy of the law in regard to corporations for 
pecuniary profit. If he is unable to supply you 
with a copy of thie law you can examine it in the 
statutes of Illinois, which you will find in the 


public library.

When he 
ascertained this somewhat late in the day 
he emigrated to South America and took 
steps through his lawyer and relatives to 
secure either a divorce or an annulment of 
the marriage, efforts which have now been 
crowned with success. 

It is a source of satisfaction to the court of 
Berlin that this woman should be thus dl- 
vested of the right of styling herself any 
longer Countess von Treuberg, for the count 
ie a morganatic relative of the Hohenzol- 
lerns.

Fischer, tutor to Prince Charles Hohensol- 
lern, grandfather of King Charles of Rou- 
mania. His pupil had an elderly and homely 
maiden aunt, Princess Crescentia of Hohen- 
sollern, who became so infatuated with the 
young tutor that her family had no alterna- 
tive but to consent to a morganatic marriage, 
previous to which he was created Baron Treu; 
berg. A few years later the then king of Sax- 
ony advanced him to the rank of Count Treu- 
berg. 

The son born to this union between Prin- 
cess Crescentia of Hohensollern and the tutor 
married a natural daughter of Emperor 
Pedro IL. of Brazil, by the Marquise de Ban- 
tona, receiving the name of Isabella Alcan- 
tara Braziliiera. : 

She was created Duchess of Geras in the 
peerage of Brazil while still a child, and was 
a half sister of Dom Pedro H., the last em- 
peror of Brazil. 

Count Ernest Treuberg is a grandson of 
this Brazilian Duchess of Goyas and a treat ; 
grandson, therefore, of Emperor Pedro I. of 
Brazil and of Princess Crescentia of Hohen- 
gollern.

At 
our backs, lost in the clouds, lie the high 
peaks of the westernmost range of the An- 
des: and right under us, so near that we 
could throw a stone on to its roofs, is thé 
wes low city of Lima, spread out on the 
plain. 


Watered from the Andes. 

That winding stream which runs through 
it is the Rimac. It springs forth from the 
glaciers of the high Andes, and gives life to 
the irrigated valleys below. It alone makes 
Lima possible; and it waters the orchards 
and vineyards and great fields of grain which 
form the emerald setting for the yellow city, 
between us and the sea. 

Now let us take our glasses and look more 
closely at the Peruvian capital. It was orig- 
inally named the city of the kings, and it wae 
laid out by Pizarro only forty-three years 


after Columbus discovered America, There 


was a great city here 100 years before the 
ground on which Chicago and Cincinnat! 
now stand had been trodden by the feet of 
white men. The city is one of the oldest of 
the hemisphere. It was born long before 
New York or ston. It was the capital 
of all South America when the United States 
was subject to England, and today it is the 
quaintest and most interesting town upon 
the two continents. 


Cathedrals Are Magnificent. 

Look at it as it lies there below us. The 
roofs are all flat and the houses are mostly 
of one and two stories. There is a vast ex- 
pange of low buildings, with a great cathe- 
dral amd magnificent churches rising here 
and there out of the whole. The cathedral is 
almost in the center, with its great green 
plaza in front. That church was laid out by 
Pizarro before John Smith landed at James- 
town, and its original cost was more than 
half a million dollars. It has been thrown 
down again and again by earthquakes, and 
altogether it was ninety years in its building. 
It contains the bones of Pizarro, which we 
shall see later on. 

As we look over Lima we can ‘see other 
churches and convents whose spires extend 
high over the roofs. The city has seventy 
churches in all, and nearly every one will pay 
visiting. The church and convent of San 
Francisco is said to have cost $15,000,000, 
and the altar of Santa Rosa, the patron saint 
of Lima, had in it, when at its best, 1,500 
pounds of gold and silver and jewels, which 
embraced 1,400 diamonds, 1,200 emeralds, 120 
fine pearls, and 600 rubies 


Glimpse of Senate House. 

If you look closely you can see beyond 
the cathedral the Plaza de Armas, where 
stands the building which is now the Peru- 
vian senate. It was once the seat of the 
inquisition, and on the space in front of ft 
hundreds were executed and many were 
burned to death, the victims of the autos 
da fe. 

Now let us turn from the sacred to the 
secular parts of the town. There is one just 
below us. It is the great round Plaga de 
Toros, the immense bull ring where fights 
are held every Sunday, and where the 
Limenos come by the thousands to see their 
favorite matadors butcher the bulls. Some 
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of old Spain. In the business parts of the 
city, most of the people live over the stores 
and stretching from one end of the street to 
the other are long lines of these balconies, 
each house having its own peculiar archi- 
tecture. The main business streets are not 
more than thirty feet wide. They are so 
narrow that the single street car line is close 
to the sidewalk and one must be careful lest 
he lose a leg as he walks through the streets. 


Some Stores Have No Windows. 
The stores are far different from ours. Only 
the newest of them have plate glass windows, 


and there are no fancy fronts with gorgeous 
| window displays, which may be looked at 


Sundays and evenings. The most of the 
stores have no windows at all. They are shut 
off from the street by great doors that are 
taken away during business hours. The 
shops are separated by thin walls, and going 
along them is like walking through « 
museum or an oriental bazaar. 

The sidewalks are nafrow and the goods 
are displayed close to the streets. Many of 
the dry goods stores hang fancy patterns of 
cloth from the ceiling, and the larger estab- 
lishments will have piles of goods put on the 
floors and stacked up near the street. No- 
tions of all Kinds are hung from strings 
stretched across from wall to wall high up, 
and all sorts of queer ways of display are 
contrived. The light of the stores comes in 
through the doors or from the roofs. Many 
of the business establishments are large, 
with stocks of fine goods. The prices are 
high. The best from all over the world is 
brought here for sale, and the city, while not 
a rich one, has thousands of well to do people. 

The chief ehopping hours are from 4 to 6 
o’clock in the afternoon. At that time the 
streets are crowded with women end men, 
and the crowd is as thick as that between 
the treasury and the patent office in F street 
in Washington at apout the same time 
Moreover, it looks much the same. No oneis 
in a hurry, The people saunter along or stop 
and chat with their friends. \ 

Nearly every one is well dressed, and neal 
ly every man, old and young, carries a cane. 
The Limenos are polite. The men bow and 
lift their hats when they meet, and they tip 
their hats and bow again as they pass. There 
are many well dressed women, wearing the 
fashionable outiandish styles of today, and 
there are also many whe are clad in the dead 
black that the lady of Lima of the past 
always wore when she went out to walk. 

Such women do not wear bonnets, but they 
wrap fine shawis of black goods about the 
heed, pinning them back so that the face 
alone shows. This background adds to their 
beauty, and the costume is far better than 
the monstrosities our women now wear. It 
saves the buying of new hats and bonhets 
and it is easy to put on or take off. 


Crowds on Sunday. 

And this brings me to the crowd which one 
sees here on Sunday. Lima is a godly city, | 
although we have a Methodist bishop here 
in my hotel who says it is the most bigoted 
om earth. It ie altogether Catholic, and that 
not of the modern Catholi of America 
and Europe, but somewhat the same as it was 
in the days of Pizarro. There are priests and 
nuns everywhere and great monasteries and 
convents galore.

In the churches the men sit by themselves on 
one side and the women have their seats on 
the other, making you think of a collection of 
nuns who ate dead to the world. 


Stores Strict on Closing Hour. 

. The Sunday nights of the streets are also 
more seemly. There is no business done in 
Lima on the Sabbath. The stores are closed 
and you walk between blank walls or great 
doors fastened with padicocks. Every store 
has its windows of boards, and there is not a 
sign of goods of any kind to be seen. Some- 
times there is a grating at the top of the door 
for ventilation and sometimes a round hole 
hase been made at the height of one’s face so 
that those within might look out; but there 
ig no business carried on anywhere. This is 
also the case in the evenings on week days. 
The ordinary business hours are from 9 
until 6; and at night there is no walking 
along and looking into the store windows, 
Indeed, after dark the streets are almost 
deserted, except near the moving picture 
‘ shows, which have recently captured Lima 
by storm. 

And just here I would say that there is a 
great liberal movement going on in this 
country. The people are demanding liberty 
of religious thought and worship. New laws 
have been passed by the national congress 
and it is now possible for any person to es- 
tablish any kind of a church where he 
pleases. Until now the Protestant mission- 
aries have not been permitted to push their 
religion into the interior, but the new laws 
provide for full religious freedom through- 
out the country. 7 

Cathedral of Pizarro. 

But before I leave the churches I want to 
take you into the cathedral of Pizarro. It 
faces the Plaza Mayor with its palm trees 
and its beautiful fountains. It is in the heart 
ef the city, and ite towers can be seen al- 
most anywhere over the Rimac valley. The

Work of Our Bureau of Mines.

LONDON, April 11.—Standarditation of the 
‘Pmethods of experiments carried on in the 
woal mining countries of the world with a 
view to reducing mine fatalities, is urged 
by a London Times expert who reviews Brit- 
ish and Americna practice in the testing of 
explosives for mining. 

The United States bureau of mines has 
Published an account of the work done at the 
Pittsburgh experiment station in connection 
with testing explosives as to their permissi+ 
bility for use in coal mines. The tests were 
begun in 1908 b. the United States geological 
Survey with the object of lessening the acci- 
Gents attending the use of explosives in coal

According te the United 
States method a definite quantity of the 
explosive to be tested is fired ten times into

alr, and ten times into a specified mixture of 
coal dust and air, and must notin any case 
cause an ignition. 
Details of Test 

Bach shot is stemmed with clay. The test 
charge of the explosive must be equal in de- 
fiective power—as determined by the ballistic 
pendulum—to Nr gram (one and one-half 
pounds) of 40 per cent nitroglycerin dyna- 
mite. The Gefiective power of the unit 
quantity of the standard is found afresh by 
experiment on each day on which tests are 
earried out. 

A weight of charge of the explosive to be 
tested (found by experiment to approximate 
roughly to the test charge) is taken, and 
the average swing given by three experi- 
ments is considered to be the deflective 
power corresponding to that weight. A 
sum in proportion will then give the weight 
of the explosive required to produce a deflec- 
tion of the ballistic pendulum equal to that 
produced by the standard charge of nitro- 
giycerin dynamite. 

As already mentioned, the deflection pro- 
duced by the unit quantity of the standard 
is found afresh on each oycasion and, during 


the period of the recorded tests, 1900 to 1913, 
the defiection has varied continually from « 
maximum of 8-62 inch to a minimum of 2-61 
inch. 

Uniess, therefore, the Variation is due to 
élimatic factors, changes in which effect 
equally the standard and the explosive tested, 
the calculated test charge will depend upon 
a widely variable standard instead of on one 
that is fixed. There are reasons for bellev- 
ing that the variation is due actually to a. 
want of uniformity in the manufacture of 
American explosives. 


New Rotherham Test. 

The old 1:.ceolwich tests, upon which the 
United States tests are based, have been 
abandoned in this country, and a new princi- 
ple has been adopted which, however, has not 
met with the general approval of the coal 
owners. The differences consist chiefly in the 
variability of the charge of the explosive te 
be tested and in the absence of stemming. 

The method employed is to fre shots int a 
mixture of gas and air until the largest charge 
which can be fired without igniting the mix- 
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ture is found. Thie iu known as the maxi- 
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mum charge,” anda five consecutive shots of 
this weight must not have ignited either a 
specified mixture of gas and air or a 
mixture of coal dust and air. The only limit 
at present te this charge is the capécity of the 
testing gun. RG | 
In the United States the maximum weight 
of the charge is limited to one and one-half 
pounds, and five shots with that charge, fired 
without stemming into a definite mixture of 
gas, coal dust, and air, must not cause an 
ignition. : ‘ 
Explosives that have passed the prescribed 
teste at the Pittsburgh testing station and 
havé been placed upon the published list of 
permissible explosives are, however, to be 
considered as permissible explosives only 
when used under prescribed conditions. 


Other Test Requirements, 

Those conditions are, however, obvious or 
ordinary. Thefe are certain other test re- 
quirements for permissible explosives regard- 
ing their phyeical and chemical condition 
which have no counterpart in the Rotherham 
code. This is explained by the fact that no 
explosive can be received at the Rotherham 
testing station for the purpose of being offi- 
clally teeced unless it has first deen placed 
upon the “ cuthorized list” of explosives er 
exempted by the secretary of state. 

Testing explosives for use in coal mining 
has been undertaken by several countries, no- 
tably Britain, the United States, Germany, 
Belgium, Austria, and France, but unfortu- 
nately the methods adopted have varied to 
such an extent as to preclude any satisfactory 
comparison of the results obtained. 

An interesting attempt has been made, how- 
ever, at Pitteburgh to compare the results ob- 
tained by different methods, with “ six fer- 
eign coe] mining explosives.” 


Standardization Is Urged. 

The results indicated that all oi the six ex+ 
plosives except one, which detonated incom» 
pletely, would pass the British [Woolwich] 
test; that all would fail to pases the Beigian 
test, and that two only would pass the test re- 
quirements of the United States, 

It would appear that more rapid progress 
would be made and much money saved if na- 
tional Investigations of such subjects as the 
safe use of coal mine explosives and the pre- 
vention of coal dust explosions could be con 
@ucted upon similer lines, so as to enable the 
results obtained in the several countries to be 


correlated and standardized.

I admired Corbett’s work and saw great 
possibilities in him, but I frankly urged him 
to keep out of the way of John L. But he 
was not a bit discouraged by what I said. 

As usual, he had some inside information of 
hie own. A year or so before he had met 
Sullivan at a benefit given at the Grand 
Opera house in San Francisco, he told me. 
They had boxed three friendly rounda, beth 
wearing dress suits, since the church or other 
highly respectable inetitutions for whose 
benefit they were sparring would not stand 
for the regular garb of the ring. It was a 
light, trifling little match, apparently. They 
wore gioves that looked like pillows and 
each simply tapped the other in a playful 
way. But this little match was of immense 
benefit te Corbett. In it he had discovered 
that Sullivan had no free use of his left hand 
at all. that he had to depend entirely on his 
right, and that he, Corbett, could hit him 
when, where, and how he pleased. 

When he had imparted this precious bit of 
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information, Corbett sat and looked at me 
quizzically for a few moments and I realised 
that I had not only found a great boxer but 
a ring general and a psychologist as well. 
I also discovered another thing that applies 
in every walk of life where one man comes 
into confilet with another; that our strength 
lies largely in the knowledge of the weakness 
of the other fellow! 

Jim Corbett continued with After Dark *’ 
almost a full season. About this time an- 
other wonderful pugilist had flashed across 
the horizon, and had won some wonder- 
ful battles in London. His name was Frank 
P. Slavin, and he also hailed from Aus- 
tralia. Slavin had beaten two or three Eng- 
lishmen at the National Sporting club in 
London, and all England, anxious that some- 
body should beat Sullivan, now hailed Slavin 
as the man to do it. 

Charles Mitchell, who styled himself Eng- 
land's boxing champion, and who had kept 
Himself in the limelight for years by the 
fact that he had fought a draw with 
John L. Sullivan in Chantilly in France, 
secured the management of Slavin and im- 
mediately brought him to the United States. 
Slavin met two or three inferior men around 
New York City in short bouts and proved 
himself to be a wonderfully hard hitter, and 
Mitchell began taunting Sullivan through 
the newspapers. A great verbal war began 
between Mitchell and Sullivan, which filled

Op other occasions when traveling from 
one end of the country to the ether, and 
going into small towns, Sullivan had been 
in the habit of offering a hundred dollars to 
any local man whe would stand before him 
for four rounds. If anybody had the hardi- 
hood to attempt this the Boston giadiator 
would stand in his corner and glower and 
scowl at the stranger and frighten him so 
that he would go down and out the first time 
he was hit. 
Sullivan did not have much money and the 
purses that were being offered down in New 
Orleans were very large and interesting to 
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and 
bett and I were playing “ After Dark 
Philadeiphia -when Sullivan's challenge 
appeared. The Boston man had announced 
in his letter that his Qnencial representative 
would be at the World office the next morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. Se 1 took $2.500 of my own 
money, caught an early train to New York, 
and was on hand at the appointed time. 

I met the sporting editor of the World, Mr. 
Joe Eakins, and before either Mitchell or 
Slavin had got out of bed had covered Sul- 
livan’s money for Corbett, whe by this means 
ebtained first call. Mitchell, furious that he 
bad overlooked the opportunity for Slavin— | 
he had no idea of fighting Sullivan himself. 
as he firmly believed that his man could have 
whipped the big fellow in @ couple of rounds 
tried to bamboozle us out of the match, 
using the silly argument thet Corbett was 
nobody at all, an upstart, while Slevin had 
fought his way up through the world, had 
defeated men ip wonderfully short time, and 
was therefore entitled to the contest with 
Sullivan. Sullivan, evidently thinking Cor- 
bett was the easier of the two, was mightily 
pleased the way it came out.

The next thing was to get the $7,500 that 

we had to put up to cover Sullivan's money. 

But Phil Dwyer, Bdward Kearney Jr., Col. 

Fred MacLewes, and Mattie Corbett chipped 
in and made up the amount. 

When the news of the match became 
known the whole country went wild with 
pugiliatic excitement. The event was to be 
pulled off in New Orleans Bept. 8, 1892. In 
fact, so great was the interest In the coming 
fight that up to the middle of September 
even the presidential election was swamped 
by the stuff that was published in the papers 
about it. Page after page was devoted to the 
contest and later every prominent news- 
paper in the land kept a special man at the 
training quarters of each pugilist.

N a warmy, sunny slope just outside 
the little town Azusa in southern Cal- 
ifornia lives a woman who has one of 
the loveliest and one of the best pay- 

ing occupations in this country, Mrs. Mau- 
rice Brady. breeds butterflies for the whims 
of the idle rich. There is rarely a day that 
a consignment of living butterflies is not put 
on one of the east bound trains to grace the 
conservatories or gardens of some wealthy 
New Yorker, or to provide a moment's en- 
tertainment at one of the balls of Newport 
or New York or Philadelphia. 

Since the time that Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish 
had 800 butterflies released at midnight as 
‘he culminating moment of a successful ball, 
every anxious hostess has been quick to see 
the effect that these dainty winged creatures 
make, flitting, fluttering just above the heads 
of excited guests. Mrs. Fish had her but- 
terflies sent direct from Mrs. Brady’s butter- 
y farm to Newport, and just as the clock 
struck 12 the lights were extinguished and 
the butterflies—which would have numbered 
1,000 had not so many been destroyed on the 
trip—were released and fluttered above the 
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heads of the guests, sharply defined in the 


rays of the spotlight which made every iris 


descent color shine and every filmy wing 
glisten. 

The sudden light seemed to stun the ex- 
quisite little creatures, for they wavered and 
sank dreamily into the outstretched hands. of 
the eager dancers. A quick pinch of the 
thorax and the insects were painlessly dis- 
patched, and the women fastened them by the 
tiny tentacles to the fine chiffon and net and 
seattered them colorfully in the smooth braids 
of their coiffures. The men fastened the 
glowing yellow wings in their buttonholes and 
the ball was ever after known as the “ But- 
terfiy Ball.“ 

That was the first time that Mrs. Brady 
had ever sent her live butterflies o“ such a 
long journey, and over 200 of them perished, 
what with the jostling and the cold.

In Demand by Society Women. 


Mrs. Brady is the widow of Maurice Brady, 
an Irishman who lived for several years 
m Japan before going to settle in Califor- 
nia. Mrs, Brady learned from her husband 
the fascination of collecting and mounting 
the most brilligntly colored of the insect 
world, and when, on his death, she looked 
about for something to take up her time and 
also bring in a helpful income, she decided 
to breed bétterflies for collections and to 


knows the color of the decoration in advance 
she experiments with a hundred or so of her 
butterflies and is able to, see which insects 
stand out. most plainly against the color cf 
the ballroom.

Often the butterflies are wanted for con- 
servatories or sun parlors, One of the 
wealthiest women in Colorado Springs has 
left a standing order with Mrs. Brady to sup- 
ply her with twenty Seudder's blue” but- 
terflies each week. These tiny butterflies, not 
more than one and a half inches in expansion, 
exactly match the iridescent gray sapphire 
blue scheme of her sun parlor, and she loves 
to ‘see the little creatures flit from flower 
to flower, even though they can live but a 
short day or so in the artificial atmosphere 
of the house. 

Mrs, Brady seems to have absorbed the 
color sense of her butterflies, for she has the 
reputation of being one of. the most artistic- 
ally dressed women near Los Angeles, and 
it is one of the things which a chance guest 
never forgets to see Mrs. Brady, in a gown 
as shimmery gold and as iridescently gray 
bine as a mother of pearl seashell, stand 
under the trees in her garden with a recently 
freed flock of yellow and lavender butterflies 
Auttering hesitantly above her head before 
winging their way into the free, unlimited 
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mount and mail them to eager amateurs all 
over the country. 

That, however, soon became a small part 
of her trade, for today the society women of 
the east and west demand more butterflies 
in a winter month, when the high social sea- 
son is on, than all the school children and 
college laboratories do in a year. 

Her first steps in the venture were small. 
She would go with her net and jars to the 
edge of the woods and the narrow paths in 
the fields and bring home those glorious spec- 
imens of which California boasts. In home 
made breeding cages of soap boxes and glass 
cylinders she produced her first specimens, 
and through advertising she soon hdd a large 
mail order business. Now she has a large 
open arbor in the garden where the butter- 
flies breed and develop from larve to cater- 
pillars, to chrysalis, to striped and starred and 
spotted butterflies of as many colors as the 
rainbow.

Since Mrs. Brady makes a specialty of six 
or eight distinct species, or rather colors, for 
her trade among the society people, she has 
to study carefully the tastes of these species. 
The colors she breeds most are a pure yel- 
low and yellow red, the Callidryas ebule and 
Callidryas philea; a beautiful species of goat- 
weed emperor, red and gold; the great purple 
hair-streak, and one of the milkweed butte’ 
fly family. All of these species are double 
brooded, so ber farm is kept plentifully 
stocked. For the first catching of these but- 
terflies she has to use many sorts of baits, 
varying from the more frequent “ sugaring ” 
and honey baits to the use of putrid meats 
and fish for the highly colored speeies. It 
seems that the more brightly colored are the 
. butterflies the more savory they demand their 
food. 

Mrs. Brady is not satisfied to see her little 
pets inside their screened arbor in the sum- 
mer and the heated shack in the winter, but 
from time to time she looses hundreds of the 
butterflies, letting them stream up in yellow 
and purple and turquoise clouds, to watch the 
efferts. From these color combinations she 
is able to suggest the most effective schemes 
for house parties and balls.

HERE is a right and a wrong road to 
beauty, grace, and health. Which road 
are you on? If you have not learned to 
stand correctly, to sit correctly, to walk 
correctly, to maintain correct’ postures 
when you are climbing and descending 
stairs, or to balance yourself correctly 
when, you stoop to, pick up things from 


15 “the floor or de any other bending, you are on the wrong: 


road to beauty, grace, and health. 
Study the illustrations herewith. If you find that 
you are not maintaining correct postures on all the 
occasions referred to in the illustrations, set about to 
work the remedy before it is too late. 

First, let us take the standing position. Do you 
stand with your head bent forward, your chest sunken, 
your back rounded so that the shoulder blades hang 
outward, your abdomen protuberant, and your entire 
weight upon one leg? To continue standing in this 
way is to do yourself a great wrong. You not only 
interfere with your freedom in breathing but suffer 
the consequent ills of undeveloped lungs and chest. 
Habitually standing upon one leg—generally the right 
one—leads to a tilting of the pelvis to one side, with a 

quent mal curvature and lowering of one 
shoulder. 
a 

To stand correctly place your heels nearly together 
with the toes pointed slightly outward. Hold your legs 
rigid, your trunk and head erect, and your shoulders 
somewhat back so as to allow for a free expansion of 
the chest. Let your arms hang easily at your sides. 
If your standing ‘position has to be ‘maintained for any 
great length of time one foot should be placed slightly 
in advance of the other, the weight being borne upon 
the straight leg and the active supporting foot, the 
other being relatively passive. Change to the other 
foot so that the two extremities may be brought alter- 
nately into play and in equal proportion. The most 
common defect in standing is making the same leg 
always bear the weight of the body when standing. 

How do you sit? 

Do you throw yourself into a chair with your head 
drooping fofward and your shoulders rounded, your chest 
flat, and legs crossed? Besides being a most unlovely

attitude, attending this posture are a dozen ills, chief 
of which are spinal curvature, a hollow chest, and the 
collapsing of the body forward with a crease at the 
waist, which interferes with the work of heart, lungs, 
and digestive organs. In fact, such a sitting posture 
as that Illustrated here affects almost every part of the 
anatomy in a more or less harmful way. It is any- 
thing but a restful position. 


* * 


The most important thing for you to remember is 
that a correct sitting posture demands that you push 
back in your chair as far as possible before leaning 
forward. Then draw crown of head forward and back. 
Sliding .dewnward and forward in the seat tilts the 
pelvis into its most harmful position, and must never 
be allowed. Of course, the height and shape of chairs 
have much te do with sitting positions. It is impossi- 
ble in many to assume a good posture. But do not 
allow yourself to lounge in a chair. If you are: too 
fatigued to sit straight, lie down until you are rested, 
but never allow yourself to flop, and, above all, never 
sit on one foot—a habit quite common among giris. 

All leaning forward in a sitting position, as in formal 
conversation or at the dining table, should be from the 
hips, not from the waist,

Petrova gives an unexpectedly fine perform- 
ance, playing the emotional scenes with the 
repression and the intutitive sense of dra- 
matic values that differentiates art from act- 
ing. Whatever her vaudeville experiences 
may have been, they have not robbed her of 
a natural histrionic talent nor lured her into 
the extravagant method so common in the 
varety theaters. 

Petrova was discovered in a London vaude- 
ville theater by William Harris when he was 
engaging artists from the Follies Bergere, 
then about to be established in New York 
by the late H. B. Harris. Her portion of that 
entertainment, which was a forerunner of the 
present cabaret, was not a complete success, 


and she was ready to sail for homé when she 


was prevailed upon to stay over and try her 
luck in the varieties. Her success there wae 
sufficient to warrant her continuing, and she 
later made a tour of the Orpheum circuit. In 
Indianapolis she hed a severe cold and sent 
for a physician.

But it is always a 
spasmodic effort caused by a sudden assump- 
tion of power and not by the decisions of 
centuries of art, nature, and human civiliza- 
tion. Dvery nation has one thing it guards— 
and usuaily the thing its people care least 
about. In Ruseia the censorship is political; 
freedom of thought or speech is denied the 
stage. In England it is religious. So far 
and no farther you may go in plays dealing 
with the Bible—that, I suppose, because the 
churoh of England is hand in hand with the 
government. N. etn te it is the kaiser’s 
own family ch muat never be maligned: 
and in America it ig morals. 

And since it is eminently true that the 
masses of the different countries are totally 
indifferent, if not actively opposed, to the 
censorship, it is also proved that the masses 
are the best Judges of morality here in Amer- 
ica. Such plays as are solely and only sala- 
cious, which cater to the morbid and vicious 
curiosity of the morally perverted, cannot 
command either the intellectual or the finan- 
cial support of the people.“ 

So far, so good. Mere getieralising and 
morelizing! Ernest, calm, suave Mr. Blinn 
looked and talked like a Henry James hero.

But, patient reader, invective, wrath, and 
contumely were the response to the mention 
of the gallant Sergeant O'Callaghan. Deli- 
cate satire and clever sarcasm graced the re- 
cital of the Battle of City Hall.“ I would I 
could quote some of the subtie, unkind re- 
marks which elude my typewriter and mem- 
ory but linger vague and pleasant in my 
mind:

The basis we work on is to quicken and sharp- 
en the mind—we choose plays which have a 
swift, keen surprise at the end; plays which 
stimulate, and make alive. 

“There must be a certain censorship for 
those people who cannot make their own. 
The movies are largely for children and 
youths, and all films representing cruelty 
and viciousness should be barred.”

I was dying to ask why this rule didn't 
apply to 4 Kise in the Dark,” but he was 
in full sway then and couldn’t be stopped. 

“A censorship committee should be com- 
posed of intelligent, well read, experienced 
men—or women, if you like,“ he added, 
response to the suffraget gleam in my eye.

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“Pulling Illinois Out of the. Mud”: - Good ‘Roads Day Bes 


and Historical Pageant. 


By Reed L. Parker. 


EPORTS from over the state indicate 
that Good Roads day. next, Wednes- 
day, will be a success. Hundreds of 


commercial organ‘zations, automo- 
bile clubs, and civic associations are making 
elaborate preparations for the initial ener- 
getic step toward the fulfillment of the 
alogan— Pulling Illinois out of the mud.” 
According to reports, hundreds of miles of 
road will be dragged and otherwise im- 
proved. In some sections permanent roads 
will be begun. At Aurora, for instance, 
elaborate preparations are being made for 
the inaugural woik on a hard highway, 
The governor's proclamation, which 


started the actual work on Llinols roads, : 


follows: 

“To the People of the State of Ilinola: . 

„Perhaps no subject has more thorough » 
ly aroused the people of Illinois to ‘action 
than has the question of improvement ot qur 
wagon roads. 

“In IIIinols we are entering upon new 
era of road improvement. The new read 
law of the state, one of the most compre- 
hensive under which any state is acting, has 
become operative. 

“It, therefore, seems fitting, as s ‘the time 
of year aproaches when actual work can 
be done on our roads, that there should be 
set aside a day known as Road day.“ upon 
which should be commenced coérdinated and 
intelligent work in improving the roadways 
of the state. In the observance of this day 
particular attention should be called go the 
improvement of our dirt roads, and so far as 
practicable, plans should be laid whereby 
actual work shall be initiated on a day set 
aside for that purpose, and carried on con- 
tinuously: thenceforth. 

“The spirit of the new road law is one of 
codperation; the codperation of state offi- 
cials with local officials, and more especially 
the cotperation of the people themselves 
with all the officials in their endeavor to 
carry on efficient work? 

Heretofore our road laws have been woe- 
fully inadequate and ineffective, The Tice 
law of 1913 now makes possible economical 
and well systematized efforts, without which 
efficient results cannot be obtained. | 

It is important that the local highway 
commissioners, the county superintendents 
of highways, the good roads organizations 
and commercial clubs, in their respective 
communities, unite in the adoption of a plan 
to organize and carry Ft this work so as to 
give the greatest number of citizens an op- 
portunity to celebrate the observance of 
„Road day by practical work on the roads, 
such as road dragging. grading, draining, 
hauling, and placing gra vel, stone, or other 
road material. 

„I have requested the state highway com- 
mission to suggest what class of work may 
be entered into advantageously. 

„It ts also advisable that “Road day be 
observed in the schools, for the: chiidren of 
today are the citizene of tomorrow. and there 
should be read to the pupils in all the schools 
on this day a short treatise dealing with the 
subject of road improvement. together with 
this proclamation. 

It is hoped that the observance of Road 
day’ will result in the inauguration of prac- 
tical work in the upkeep of the public roads 
of the state. 

„% Now,. therefore, for the purpose ofbring- 
ing about the commencement of compre- 
hensive and codrdinate work upon the road- 
ways of the whole state, I hereby: gesignate 
Wednesday. Apri) 15, 1914, as Road day 
not a holiday, but as a hard work day—upon 
which day I respectfully urge the state high- 
way commission, the state highway engi- 
neers, county superintendents of bighways, 
town or district road officers, their employés, 
and the public in general, to begin practical 
and effective work upon the improvement of 
highways of the state, to continue sald work 
industriously and pull [llinoig out of the 
mud which has so grievously clogged ‘her 
rural transportation in the pest.”

Make a light drag. : 

Drive the team at a walk. 

Ride on the drag, don't walk. 

Don't drag a dry road. 

Drag when the road is muddy. 

Drag, if possible, immediately before a 
freeze. 

Begin at one side of the road, returning 
on the opposite side. 

Always drag a little earth toward the center. 
of the road until it is raised ten or twelve 
inches above the center of the roadway. 

Do not attempt to move much material at 
one time with a drag 

if the drag cuts in too much shorten the 
hitch, .

g be regulated by the driver accordingly ashe

N time raised a terrible alarm about the 
dangers of motoring as it applies to 


the pedestrian, it cannot be recalled where 
a nonmotorist took up the question of safety 
first with a view of seriousiy furnishing some 
remedy beyond that of a long and distinet 
how! and a demand that every man driving 
a car be thrown in jail for being a speed bug. 

A a matter of fact, it is the motorists who 
have all along aciually sought to eliminate 
every possible chance of deing injury to 
those who travel afoot, even risking life and 
property in an earnest endeavor not toinjure 
anybody. Motorists are alone responsible 
for many clever devices made with a view of 
protecting the pedestrian, such as fenders, 
signaling schemes, lights, horns, etc., and 
only a few have been brought out especially 
made with a view of saving the motorist 
himself or some damage te his ear. 

It has been found that not one motorist in 
a thousand actually knows all the rules of 
the road or of traffic in cities, notwithetand 
ing the fact that these are published with a 
more or less degree of regularity. He knows 
enough to turn to the right when meeting, 
and the majority have learned that it ls 
proper to pass an overtaken vehicle on the 
left; beyond these his knowledge shrinks. 

Efforts have been made with a view of 
educating the driver to raise a hand in order 
to signal a driver following that the leader 
desired to turn te the right or left or to stop, 
but no two drivers use the same signals or 
_ know what should be used, 0 that this 

'gcheme has caused more trouble than good, 
and the result has been, in many cases, that 
one car has crashed into the back end of

Have you been using denatured alcohol or 
some other fluid aé an amtstisesing agent in 
your radtator ? 

Have you taken the precaution to remove 
what little is left? There is little danger 
of another freéze now, but the motorist must 
use his own judgment on this point. At any 
rate the water circulating system should be 
thoroughly cléanéd now before the car fs 
placed in use for the summer. Alcohol or any 
other agent will naturally leave some deposit 
on the inside of the radiator and the water 
jackets: there will at aed be some lime from 
panther hard water. ark paves nis should de re- 

ng te prevent 
ne 1 1 the radiator 
tubes. 


It is not dificult for any man to clean the 
water system of his caf and the cost is 
trifling. Preeure a few pounds of common 
washing toda ahd diasolve it in warm water 
three or four gallons at least. Keep putting 
in the soda until the water will “ take” no 
more. Thén drain the water out of the 
rdé@iator and water jackets and close the 
Grain Coch. Now fill the radiator with the 
soda solution, being careful that none touches 
paint, for it Will destroy it instantly. Start 
thé motor and permit it te run a few mo- 
ments, until the water is thoroughly cir- 
culated. Now let it stand for ten minutes 
in orGer to give the solution a chance to 
work on any sediment that may have rtd» 


The solution should be entirely draimed, 
fresh water supplied, and the motor run 
again to circulate the clean water. This 
should be drained and another application of 
the solution given, and the operation repeat- 
ed at least three times, ending with a thor- 
ough cleaning with fresh water while the 
motor is running. 

Then the system can be filled with clean 
fresh water, and the owner may be aseured 
there will be little trouble from everhcating 
due to fouled radiator or water ‘ackets. He 
will notice at the first draining that the water 
is of a red color, indicating the presence of 
much sediment that would be apt to causé 
trouble when the car is being driven hard in 
sand, for instance, or on 6 low gear. 

Even now cars are seen with steam pouring 
out of the radiator, indicating a poor er- 
eulation or the presence of alcohol or some 
other agent that raises the boiling point 
of the water used for cooling the motor.

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America on the heels of his first “ big suc- 
cess. In spite of the heroic effort of our 
host the conversation would turn upon prices 
and literary ma kets; the guest was more 
interested in that than in anything else we 
had to offer. I think he was disgusted with 
us—put us down as only little fellers **—be- 
cause one or two like myself felt that it was 
bad taste to talk money about our shop. 
The Englishman, I am told, always made 
the rounds of the book shops in the American 
cities he visited to test the “state of the 
market. One ot the clerks in a Chicago book 
store said to me after his call, He sure tsa 
live one—he’s on to the game all right.“ Per- 
haps he is—to the game! The gentleman in 
question has written a good deal lately about 
the business of writing, proclaiming without, 
any shame that the author must be a good 
business man and know his market.“ 
That is the secret of success in authorship— 
to know your market and be careful not 
to “ glut the market with your wares, or to 
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try to put out on the current market what 
it doesn't want. Every writer should take in 
the Author's Financial Chronicle,“ and 
eonsult the column on the condition of the 
literary market before he attacks his type- 
writer for the morning. It sounds practical 
and the English novelist I have in mind seems 
to have made money; but others who have 
not cocked their eyes so exclusively on the 
price sheet of manuscripts have done even 
better than he. There is such a thing as be- 
ing too businesslike about life. We might 
have more fine books today if there was less 
petty commerce among our authors. Merely 
as business the thing seems incredibly small. 
Bven your most successful author is a smal! 
millionaire, in a country where millionaires 
are a specialty. And if he likes the business 
end of the game, why doesn't he go up against 
the real thing and make real money? 

The prosperity of the modern author—for 
he is prosperous compared with his forerun- 
ners in the profeawion—I never knew of an 
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Hesitant. 


HESITANT spring is 
vexation. You know 
that a hand is on the 
door knob but the door is not 
opened. There is too much 
east wind.

rHETHER Waster comes in mid-April or a 
fortnight earlier, the white evergreen 
candytuft will spread its wreaths above 

ground, the moss pink and the creeping 
phiox show signs of life, and the wee, modest, 

crimson tipped " daisy, the same that roots in the 
fields of Ayr, and the blue forget-me-not be ready 
to hail the resurrection of the flowers. All are 
perennials and keep their leafage green in the se- 
verest winters. The first spring sunshine brings 
out their blossoms, which have been maturing in 
eecret.

A window sill box filled with 
potted plants in blossom, which can be 
as they fade, is not an expensive pleasure.

Litera- 
ture would go into the hands of the receiy- 
ers with the magazines. Already some com- 
motion has been produced in the writing 
craft by the discovery that a great deal of 
magazine advertising is useless; that it is 
better to concentrate publicity in the pages 
of a few periodicals of large circulation than 
to scatter it about a number of smaller mag- 
anime. If the whole scheme — — ad-

vertising should get out of date, as it very 
likely will some day, we authors would have 
to take to moving pictures! The magazines 
have been our bonanza and our undoing; 
they have occasioned the production of more 
feeble literature than any other known 
agency. : 

There is, of course, another way of looking 
at the writer's profession—not merely the 
trade way. It is old fashioned to talk about 
art,“ I suppose, because 80 little of it exists. 
It is silly and sentimental, like talking about 
love and babies and home. I rarely talk 
about the art of writing, even to students 
in the university, for I don’t want to seem 
old fashioned, academic, or sentimental. 
Nevertheless. I can't wholly forget my 
youthful admiration for books that are well 
done, irrespective. of their popularity. In 
my youth I did not ask first of a book: Has 
it punch T“ Will it ‘get over’?” In 
the strict business sense of the literary mar- 
ket Mr. Howells has never put it over, and 
yet some of his early novels, like “ Silas Lap- 
ham and 4 Modern Instance,” are stead- 
ily selling better all the time, twenty years 
and more efter their first publication. Per- 
haps one cannot tell all at once what will 


„get over in the long run. 

There is one modern author of distinction, 
at any rate, who doesn’t talk business about 
his books, and that is Mr. Galeworthy. It is 
a pleasure to discuss his work with him, for 
you know that he would have done it no mat- 
ter how little it paid him. And I don't sup- 
pose that his novels have paid him much, even 
the best of them, as yet. He told me once that 
he does not think of pleasing a large popu- 
lar audience. He writes to please a few 
whose appreciation, whose understanding 
of what he is doing mean something to him. 
According to Arnold Bennett that is a shock- 
ing confession to make. An author must be 
either a great man with the confidence of 
genius, or a fool to write what the market 
does not bid him to write. It sounds supe- 
rior, and few of us like superior people. 

I can’t agree with Mr. Gaelsworthy that the 
novelist should write for a few intellectual 
and esthetic aristocrats; he should hope to 
write for the great majority. But the only 
way to do that successfully, I believe, is to 
write for one alone in all the world, and that 
is for yourself. If you please yourself you 
may perchance succeed in pleasing others. 

This is not mere theory, for it is precisely 


what I have tried to do as a novelist, what 
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I have tried to teach others to do who have 
come to me for instruction in writing. For 
more than twenty years I have been teaching 
would-be writers to become journalists and 
novelists. 

A few of these pupils have found them- 
selves, have tried their wings, taken flight, 
and are members of the profession now. I 
have been asked again and again by them, 
“What will go? What do the magasines 
want? The publishers?” And again and 
again I have shaken my head in the same 
state of puzziement, saying. How should I 
know? How can any onesay? Do the thing 
you can do best and try on!” 

Some time ago one of the cleverest of my 
old students wrote me in despair that the 
editors rejected all her stories. What was 
the matter with them? Would I tell her? I 
wrote her that they seemed to me good ste- 
ries, strong stories; that the only way was to 
do more of them, if she had faith in herself 
and the courage te work blindly. Yesterday 
there came another letter from her with « 
jubilant note, At last I have arrived—ths 
editor takes my stories, they write me en- 
couragingty,” etc. No doubt they were the 
same stories, only better ones. But she had
